A city-bred girl follows a rainbow-chasing 
husband to the Ozarks on a quest for wealth 
in the guise of a fruit-transport company. 
When it fails he travels to Kansas City, hope- 
ful about investments in lead mines and farm 
implement companies, while his wife remains 
on their run-down ranch and pays off the 
mortgage. She makes a merry tale of the 
trials of hauling fertilizer and spraying the 
orchard, finding companionship in the cheer- 
fully amoral girl who helps with the children 
and in the lanky tobacco-chewing tenant and 
his tight-lipped wife. Her helpless naiveté 
and occasional stupidity give way gradually 
to a shrewd business sense and a_ broad 
knowledge of horticulture. For those who 
enjoy reading about cheerfulness in adversity, 
this is above average.

since the necessity of conserving our water 
resources has been made clear to large num- 
bers of Americans in widely separated sec- 
tions of the country. An experienced con- 
servationist explains how man and nature 
have worked together to deplete our water 
supply, and how we may begin, now, to 
minimize the disastrous effects; told in suffi- 
ciently simple language to be widely read.

The former director of the Economic Cooper- 
ation Administration charts a program of 
immediate action with long-term implications 
by which the U.S. can assume leadership in 
combating Russia’s designs against the rest of 
the world. It is a program of military pre- 
paredness, and economic, political and psycho- 
logical action. The author states his case 
with simple forcefulness and cites his ex- 
periences with ECA in stressing the need for 
economic aid and a good information service 
to propagandize for democracy.

Objective biography of the littlke man who 
has left the imprint of his big shoes all over 
the movie industry. This is a straightforward 
account of Chaplin’s personal life and of his 
career, with no attempt to eulogize. Includes 
résumés of the Chaplin scenarios and nu- 
merous illustrations from the films. There is 
a film index which gives cast, date of release, 
and producer for each picture and biographi- 
al sketches of persons professionally asso- 
ciated with the artist.

Spitzer, Marian. I took it lying down. Ran- 
dom, $2.75. April 9. 


Addicted to crowding more into her life as 
a screen writer than any one person should, 
the author was a natural victim of tubercu- 
losis. This is the story of her enforced idle- 
ness, somewhat gayer in tone than the grim 
facts of threatened suicide and utter collapse 
might warrant. Yet the chronically ill or the 
healthy reader will find encouragement in 
the account of her rebellion, her attempts at 
cheating, the gradual realization that recovery 
was a matter of cooperation and determin- 
ation and that her life could be both useful 
and full if she admitted restrictions and lived 
accordingly. An appendix reviews briefly the 
advances in treatment of tuberculosis.

The lighter side of diplomatic life, which in 
spite of purges and war provides humorous 
moments. Entertaining and rather revealing 
in an offhand way, the author, interpreter 
to successive ambassadors, performs such in- 
cidental duties as collecting animals for a 
barnyard scene at a gala spring party and 
teaching the Russian cavalry to play polo. 
Whether in wartime Russia or Germany or 
in the backwash of life in Afghanistan, he 
finds time for hunting, falcon training and 
side jaunts to explore the country and to 
familiarize himself with the people and their 
languages. 


Welles, Sumner. Seven decisions that 
shaped history. Harper, $3. April 11. 
The former Under-secretary of State ex- 
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amines the Roosevelt wartime policy in an 
attempt to refute charges of warmongering 
and inefficiency. He cites the plan he himself 
suggested to the President, which, he thinks 
might have averted war in 1937, and dis- 
cusses the decision to recognize the Vichy 
government, Far Eastern policy before and 
after Pearl Harbor, the agreement which 
made the Latin American states our allies, 
the decision to postpone political and terri- 
torial questions until after the war which 
resulted in much criticized agreements at 
Yalta and other conferences, and the long- 
range peace plan which took form in the 
U.N. Throughout there is approval of Roose- 
velt, caustic criticism of Hull and Chamber- 
lain, and a lack of enthusiasm for the Truman 
administration.

The three problems of game conservation, 
conflicting love for home and for freedom 
and the troubled conscience of a man at- 
tracted to another’s wife are wrapped in a 
realistic tale of the Canadian Lake Huron 
region which will please men who like more 
than rough and tumble in outdoor stories. 
Roy, a mixture of gentleness, independence 
and determination, spends most of his time 
avoiding the game warden, gets his profits 
from illegal furs and between trips to the 
bush spends his time with Jean, the wife his 
best friend had deserted years before. A 
chase and near capture by the law and the 
husband's return are climaxed by a somewhat 
amoral compromise.

A pleasing contrast to vicious polemics is this 
warmly human and well-written advocacy 
of individual enterprise, worker-management 
cooperation, fidelity of love and stability of 
love and home. The economic thread of the 
plot is embodied in the story of Rex Brice and 
the rehabilitation of his grandfather’s New 
England woolen mills. The second is of Eunice, 
the beautiful widow who married Rex for his 
money and position, who after years of mis- 
understanding comes to regard his work with 
respect and him with love.

While hunting, Roger Taine, ex-colonel of 
the British army, accidentally killed a tres- 
passer, and hid the body because he did not 
expect the police to believe his story. In the 
next few days several people showed an un-

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did not, so he concluded that something very 
odd was afoot. General Sandorski explained 
what that was: a native fascist movement 
headed by an important government figure. 
With a little help from Taine’s wife, he and 
Sandorski intercepted a messenger from the 
continent, and got him to London where the 
plot could be exposed, in as spirited a chase 
as any reader could want. Told with

Making much of Booth’s jealousy of 
his elder brother, of his violent love affairs, 
and his easy success on the stage, it shows the 
erratic nature that had the germs of insanity 
and the confusion that identified Lincoln as 
his enemy. Overwritten in an exaggerated 
style, but with sympathy for Booth, not as the 
hero he dreamed of being, but as a desperate, 
spoiled genius.

The tragedy of a tiny cog in the Pacific war— 
an LST captain, plagued by the demands of 
the fleet commander, the petty jealousies of

Pressure increases 
as small errors pile up, an unfounded scandal 
of homosexualism threatens two men, the 
captain is forced to abandon a contingent of 
marines without supplies on a_ battle- 
swamped beach and later damages his ship 
trying to help them. He achieves the final 
humiliation in being relieved of his command 
—only slightly warmed by the respect of his 
men. Depressing, frustrating; not a new 
theme, but creditably done. Contains the usual 
sailors’ profanity.

The events that make a western Michigan 
town a momentary center of interest are re- 
lated by one of the town’s doctors indirectly 
involved. The newsworthy events develop 
when a banker’s son absconds with some of 
the bank’s money and brings ruin to his father. 
Around this tale the doctor tells about his own 
love and marriage, of the unhappy dealings 
with the haughty banker, friendship with two 
ancient neighbors who share the doctor’s love 
for the town, and his amused tolerance of a 
nearby shiftless family of borrowers. It is a 
picture of small community life in which the 
haughty and pretentious are the villains; the 
honest and lowly the heroes.

It was compiled by Gertrude Gscheidle, Librarian, Chicago Public 
Library, and a staff committee from that library. Nominations of titles, however, were 
made by dozens of public library staffs in many parts of America. The compilers were 
bound by the following directions: selections were to be made only from books in the 
English language, published in the United States in 1950, for adult readers. Books selected 


were to be “genuinely meritorious in terms of literary excellence, factual correctness, 
sincerity and honesty of presentation, and value and interest to readers.” Books that were 
solely for diversional reading and those of only transitory popular interest were to be 
excluded. The primary basis of selection was to be the important role each book could 
play in promoting enlightened citizenship and enriching personal life.
